The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: with respect 
to claim 62 the prior art of record does not teach the diamond growth via plasma where 
the localized plasma extends no further than 5mm from the growth surface of the 
substrate, in combination with removal of the diamond film and coupling the same to a 
semiconductor device. As per claim 69 the prior art does not teach the same coupling , 
with the growth efficiency of the film producing method greater than .003. As per claim 
76 the prior art of record does not teach the growth of the diamond film at the claimed 
frequency and wattage of the power source in combination with greater than 20 torr 
pressure and temperature maintenance of greater than 700 degrees C.
